CURRENT  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

_Pork  in  Germany  for  the  week  ending  January  27  was  steady  with 
rising  tendencies.    Bacon  in  Great  Britain  was  easier,  with  quotations 
on  American  supplies  resisting  the  slight  downward. movement.  European 
butter  prices  were  2  to  3  cents  above  the  preceding  week  against  a  rise 
of  1  cent  in  New  York.     Apples  at  Liverpool  met  a  rather  quiet  market 
with  prices  generally  lower.    Agricultural  exports  from  the  United  States 
for  December  were  smaller  than  in  November  1925  and  December  192*-!-,  but 
equal  to  those  of  December  1923-     See  pages  130,  131,  132,  l$k  and  155 . 


FOREIGN  BUTTER  MARKET  HEAVILY  SUPPLIED 

Foreign  butter-  markets  during  December 'were  still  feeling  the 
effects  of  abnormally  large  supplies  from  the  southern  hemisphere 
which  were  released  by  the  ending  of  the  seamen's  strike.    Prices  in 
Europe  began  a  noticeable  decline  during  the  first  week  of  December, 
which  continued  during  the  month.    There  has  been  some  recovery  during 
January,  although  the  spread  between  Europe  and  New  York  is  still  great 
enough  to  keep  zhe  United  States  on  an  import  basis.    'Great  Britain  is 
reported  to  be  absorbing  record  volumes.    Germany,  however,  shows  less 
interest  in  foreign  butter  as  domestic  supplies  increase  and  industrial 
depression  continues.

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Panjab  Wheat  Area  Cut 

The  first  estimate  of  the  1926  wheat  areas  in  Punjab,  India,  is 
put  at  10,311,000  acres,  according  to  a  cable  from  the  International 
Institute  of  Agriculture  at  Rome.     That  figure  represents  a  reduction 
of  10  per  cent  below  the  first  estimate  for  1925  °f  11,513.000  acres, 
and  is  6  per  cent  under  the  final  1925  Pun,  iab  estimate  of  10,924,000 
acres.    The  Punjab  embraces  one-third  of  the  total  Indian  wheat  areas. 

The  condition  of  the  1926  crop  is  reported  as  94  per  cent  of 
normal,  a  fairly  satisfactory  situation  in  soite  of  the  fact  that  official 
and  private  advices  covering  the  period  October  -  December  have  consistently 
reported  need  of  moisture  in  the  Punjab.    Low  yields  for  1925  in  that  region, 
the  most  important  wheat  area  in  India,  were  the  largest  factor  in  reducing 
the  total  1925  Indian  wheat  crop  Uo, 000, 000  bushels  below  1924.     In  the 
United  Provinces,  another  important  wheat  area,  conditions  are  reported  as 
not  good.    Wheat  in  the  Central  Provinces  is  said  to  be  making  seasonal 
progress . 


condition  of  Winter  Grains  Satisfactory  in  Poland  and  Hungary. 


The  condition  of  the  Polish  rye  crop  is  somewhat  above  average  or 
about  the  same  as  the  condition  reported  on  the  same  date  last  year.  The 
condition  of  the  wheat  crop  is  also  above  average  whereas  last  year  the 
condition  was  slightly  below  average.     In  Hungary  crops  are  making  seasonal 
progress  under  the  recent  snow  cover,  but  about  47,000  acres  were  flooded 
and  half  of  this  area  is  still  submerged.

Preliminary  estimates  of  rice  production  in  the  Indian  provinces 
and  states  which  in  I92U       produced  approximately  75  Per  cent  of  the  crop 
in  India  indicate  a  reduction  for  those  districts  of  about  5  Per  cent  in 
the  crop  for  1925;        production  being  estimated  at  24,815,000  short  tons 
of  cleaned  rice  comnared  with  26,004,000  short  tons  in  the  same  districts 
in  1924*  The  total  production  for  1924  was  34,  720,000  short  tons 

compared  with  31.582,000  in  1923  and  an  average  of  34,667,000  for  the 
five  ore  ceding  years.     The  final  estimate  of  area  and  production  in 
1925        is  due  this  month.    Previous  reports  of  a  slight  increase  in 
acreage  together  with  generally  favorable  growing  conditions  pointed  to 
a  1925  crop  as  large  or  larger  than  1924.

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SUGAR 

After  a  "brief  intermission  of  heavy  showers,  weather  conditions  in  Cuba 
are  aga.in  ideal  for  harvesting  the  sugar- crop,  according  to  a  trade  report  of 
January  13.    Vfhile  the  production  from  the  "beginning  of  the  campaign  to  date 
is  slightly  "below  that  of  the  same  period  during  the  last  campaign  the  crop 
is  said  to  be  making  excellent  progress  and  the  yield  is  satisfactory.  The 
campaign  opened-  ten  days  earlier  than  last  year  but  fewer  centrals  are  grind- 
ing to  date.    On  January  13  there  were  159  centrals  grinding  as  against  l6l  in 
1925  and  155  at  the  same  date  in  the  previous  year. 

Licht  has  again  reduced  his  estimate  of  the  German  sugar  crop,  according 
to  a  cable  of  January  20  to  a  trade  paper*    His  latest  estimate  places  the  total 
crop  at  1,775,000  short  tons  or  an  increase  of  2.2  per  cent  over  his  final 
figure  for  last  year.

It  is  expected  that  the  acreage  under  sugarbeets  in  Austria  during  1926 
will  show  an  increase  of  50  per  cent  over  the  1925  acreage,  according  to  the 
"Central  European  Observer"  of  January  S,  1926,  as  the  result  of  the  decision 
reached  at  a  meeting  of  the  Austrian  Cabinet  Council,  December  30,  1925,  to  take 
the  necessary  steps  to  increase  the  sugarbeet  acreage.    According  to  the  Interna- 
tional Institute  of  Agriculture,  the  acreage  under  sugarbeets  in  1925  Was  51,000 
acres . 

The  sugar  cane  in  Northern  Brazil,  where  cane  cutting  is  now  in  progress, 
has  been  harmed  by  the  continued  lack  of  rain,  according  to  a  report  cf  November 
2S,  3925  from  Consul  General  A.  Gaulin  at  Rio  de  Janeiro.     Consul  N.  P.  Davis 
at  Pemarabuco,  one  of  the  most  important  sugar  producing  regions,  states  that 
the  tonnage  ox  cane  in  that  state  is  said  to  be  reduced  by  at  least  25  per  cent. 
He  also  states  that  some  of  the  sugar  factories  report  a  sugar  content  of  the 
cane  much  below  that  of  last  year.    The  production  of  all  types  of  sugar  in 
Pernambu.co  for  the  first  three  months  of  the  present  campaign,  which  began 
September  1,  is  11  per  cent  below  that  of  the  crop  harvested  during  the  same 
period  in  the  previous  season.     In  central  and  southern  Brazil  the  growth  of 
the  cane  has  been  aided  by  rains  and  the  crop  as  a  whole  is  satisfactory  except 
in  Bahia  ".'here  cutting  is  also  in  progress.

The:  drought  continued  in  the  north  and  in  the  tobacco  zones . of  Bahia,  the  most 
important  tobacco  producing  state.

The  London  market 
was  characterized  as  steady,  with  Danish  and  Dutch  "butter  two  cents 
higher,  and  all  other  descriptions  realizing  slightly  higher  prices. 
The  Copenhagen  official  quotation  equivalent  to  38*7  cents  represented 
an  advance  of  more  than  two  cents.     In  New  York,  92  score  "butter  at  ^6.00 
cents  on  January  28  was  one  cent  higher  than  a  week  earlier  and  from  five 
cents  to  9  cents  higher  than  "best  Danish  and  Colonial  in  London.  Ship- 
ments afloat  from  New  Zealand  and  Australia  continue  heavy  and  some  of 
this  butter  may  he  unloaded  in  Hew  York  if  prices  favor  it  sufficiently 
and  if  recent  arrivals  clear  satisfactorily.     According  to  the  New  York 
representative  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  arrivals  during  the 
month  up  to  January  28  totalled  2.140,208  lbs.  including  Danish,  Siberian 
Swedish,  Argentine,  New  Zealand,  and  small  Mediterranean  lots.    A  de- 
tailed statement  of  quotations  in  Copenhagen,  Berlin,  and  London  as 
cabled  by  American  Agricultural  Commissioners  appears  on  page  155.

Publicity  given 
to  the  arsenic  situation  has  had  a  noticeable  effect  on  demand  for 
western  boxed  fruit.     Prices  at  the  Liverpool  auction  on  January  27, 
averaged  somewhat  lower  than  a  week  earlier  although  a  few  barreled 
varieties  were  slightly  appreciated.

REDUCTION  OF  GERMAN  AND  BRITISH  FRESH' FRUIT  IMPORTS:  Both  Great 
Britain  and  Germany  report  imports  oi  fresh  fruit  for  July- Dec ember  1925 
as  smaller  than  for  the  same  period  of  1924.     Germany,  however,  shows 
increased  imports  of  raisins  and  currants.     See  page  137. 

INCREASING  HOP  PRICES  IN  CZECHOSLOVAKIA:    A  gradual  increase  in 
hop  prices  in  Czechoslovakia  is  indicated  by  the  report  of  the  German 
section  of  the  Saaz  Hop-grower^s  Association,  Bohemia,  as  quoted  "by  the 
"Central  European  Observer"  of  Jan.  8,  1926.    Average  prices  per  IOC  lbs. 
for  each  month  are  quoted  as  follows:  August,  $91.18;  September  $115.49; 
October,  121.84;  November,  $123.98;  December  $126.70.     It  is  stated  that 
there  is  a  growing  demand  ior  Bohemian  hops  owing  to  the  increasing  outpu 
of  beer,  especially  high  quality  beer  in  Czechoslovakia,  Germany,  Austria 
and  elsewhere. 
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Agricultural  Exports  in  December 

The  index  number  of  all  agricultural  exports  in  December  stood 
at  139  as  compared  with  139  and  161  in  the  corresponding  months  of 
1923  and  1924,  respectively.     Cotton  exports  showed  a  considerable  decline 
from  the  high  figures  of  the  precesding  two  months.     December  cotton 
exports,  however,  were  greater  than  for  any  corresponding  month  since 
1914,  excepting  December  1924.     The  export  of  tobacco  is  the  largest 
since  June  1919,  while  wheat  and  wheat  flour  exports  were  smaller  in 
December  than  in  any  other  month  of  1925.     Exports  of  animal  products 
showed  a  considerable  rise  from  the  low  figure  of  the  previous  month,  where- 
as fruits  and  vegetables  exports  declined.

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THE  FOREIGN  DAIRY  SITUATION 
December,  1925 

Foreign  "butter  markets  continue  to  be  dominated  by  the  influence 
of  supplies  now  flowing  into  them  from  the  southern  hemisphere.  Cheese 
supplies  also,  a.side  from  those  originating  within  Europe  itself,  will  now 
be  principally  from  Hew  Zealand.     This,  of  course,  would  be  expected  in 
any  year  at  this  season  when  in  Hew  Zealand,  Australia  and  Argentina 
production  is  at  the  peak,  and  in  the  northern  hemisphere,  supplies  from 
Canada,  Thissia,   the  Baltic  States,  and  the  Irish  Free  State  are  about  off 
of  the  European  markets. 

The  supply  situation  has  been  intensified  within  recent  months, 
however,  by  accumulation  of  stocks  in  Hew  Zealand  and  Australia  together 
with  the  depressing  effect  on  prices  which  the  anticipation  of  present 
supplies  had  brought  abo\xt  when  British  shipping  difficulties  first 
developed.    As  a  result  of  the  damming  up  of  the  regular  seasonal  flow  from 
the  south,  together  with  some  weakening  of  the  German  market,  prices  of 
butter  in  western  European  markets  have  "been  depressed  during  much  of  the 
last  two  months  to  a  point  that  has  placed  United  States  butter  markets  on 
an  import  basis.     Smaller  shipments  have  actually  reached  this  country  than 
the  price  relationships  alone  at  the  time  would  warrant.     This  reflects 
the  apparently  temporary  nature  of  the  present  price  depression  in  British 
markets. 

British  Markets  Absorbing  Record  Supplies 

Somewhat  more  than  65  million  pounds  of  butter  and  35  million 
pounds  of  cheese  were  imported  into  the  United  Kingdom  during  December. 
Besides  the  heavy  shipments  from  the  colonies  totalling  21  million  pounds 
of  butter  and  13  million  pounds  of  cheese,  supplies  of  butter  from  Denmark 
and  cheese  from  Canada  were  considerably  in  excess  of  those  of  a  year  ego- 
Allotments  for  December  loadings  made  by  the  Hew  Zealand  Dairy  produce 
Control  Board  represent  shipments  to  arrive  in  the  United  Kingdom  from 
January  12  to  February  27  totalling  somewhat  more  than  32  million  pounds 
of  butter  and  37  million  pounds  of  cheese.    As  late  as  the  month  of 
December  receipts  from  Hew  Zealand  were  only  7,280,000  pounds  of  butter 
and  12,696,000  pounds  of  cheese.     Haturally,  recent  "buying  in  British  produce 
markets  is  characterized  as  from  hand  to  mouth.  Under  such  speculative 
conditions  as  have  prevailed  there  since  last  spring,  imported  butter  has 
been  exported  rather  heavily  from  England  to  the  Continent.  Continued 
exports  to  the  Continent  are  likely,  especially  of  the  stored  old  butter. 

German  Demand  is  Lessening 

Less  foreign  butter  was  purchased  in  Germany  at  lower  prices  during 
December  than  in  several  months.    Butter  imports  into  Germany  after  having 
reached  their  peak  of  24,244,207  pounds  in  September  declined  rather 
steadily  to  15,212,000  pounds  in  November  and  13,668,500  pounds  in  December. 
Of  this  quantity,  5,070,600  pounds  were  from  Denmark,  4,186,700

pounds  from  the"  Netherlands,  and  3,527,400  pounds  from  the  states  on  the 
Baltic. 

Danish  Output  Shows  No  Decline 

From  D§nmark,   total  exports  of  cutter  during  December  average  slightly 
more  than  five  million  pounds  weekly,  which  represents  some  increase!  over 
November  despite  colder  weather.     In  Denmark  both  home-grown  and  imported 
concentrated  feed  is  now  so  cheap  •  when      compared  with  the  price  of  butter 
as  to  encourage  butter  production.    Butter  shipments,  amounting  in  all  to 
only  66,619  pounds,  went  to  the  United  .States  during  December. 

Dairy  Production  in  Southern  Hemisphere  Generally  Behind  Last  Season 

leather  reports  up  to  January  19  indicate  that  rainfall  in  the 
agricultural  section  of  Argentina  has  been  below  normal  since  the  middle  of 
December  while  the  temperature  has  been  above  normal.    Butter  shipments 
from  that  country  in  1925  were  somewhat  smaller  than  were  those  of  the 
preceding  year.     Imports  from- Argentina  into  the  United  Kingdom  during 
December  were  likewise  not  up  to  December  of  the  preceding  season.  Ship- 
ments of  butter  from  Argentina  had  reached  about  2,500,000  pounds  weekly 
late  in  December,  which  is  probably  about  .the  peak  of  the  producing  season. 
In  Australia  production  was  generally  increasing  during  December,  but  was 
not  yet  up  to  the  volume  of  last  year's  record  output  at  this  time,  production 
in  New  Zealand,  likewise,  is  still  behind  that  of.  last  season  owing  to 
unsettled  weather.     It  appears  now  that  this  season's  output  of  dairy 
products  in  Hew  Zealand  may  be  somewhat  below  that  of  last  year. 

Light  Stocks  of  Butter  in  Canada 

The  Canadian  dairy  industry  has  just  passed  through  a  year 
characterized  by  the  Dominion  Dairy  "Co ranis sioner  as  possibly  the  best  in 
its  history,  with  confidence  prevailing  generally  'in • the ' si tuation.  Holdings 
of  butter  on  December  1,  1925,  in  all  Canada  amounting  to  14,891,000  pounds 
were  50  per  cent  less  than  a  year  ago.     Cheese  holdings  amounting  to 
22,115,000  pounds  represent  an  increase  of  26  per  cent.     With  comparatively 
light  supplies  of  butter  and  with  a  tariff  against  New  Zealand  and 
Australian  butter  considerably  lower  than  ours,  it  would  appear  that  Canada 
may  at  least  share  in  any  surplus  of  Colonial  butter  that  might  be  diverted 
from  English  markets.  .  ■ 
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•    '  JANUARY  AC-HI  CULTURAL  CONDITIONS  IN  AUSTRIA 

Wheat  price's  on  the  Vienna  exchange  during  the  last  month  have 
"been  very  steady  with  slight  increases  over  the  previous  month,  according 
to  a  recent  report  from  S.  C*  Haas.,  American  Agricultural  Commissioner  at 
Vienna.    Austrian  wheat  on  January  LUth  was  quoted  at  $1.55  to  $1.57  Per 
bushel  as  compared  v^ith  Si. S3  to  31.57  Per  "bushel  on  December  lU.  Hungarian 
Theiss  wheat  quotations  at  Vienna  for  the  same  date.s  were  $1<>76  to  $1.83  oer 
bushel  and  $1.72  to  "$1.73  per  bushe.l  respectively.     The  price  spread  between 
prime  quality  wheat  and  other  grades,  however,  is  gradually  increasing.  The 
demand  for  high  quality  wheat  for  mixing  purposes  i's  good  and  the  supply  of 
prime  qualities  is  relatively  small  as  compared  with  the  supply  of  the 
inferior  grades. 

The  Austrian  wheat  trade  continues  on  a  hand  to  mouth  basis.  Stocks 
are  very  low  and  purchases  are  being  made  to  cover  only  immediate  needs. 
A  tendency  toward  rising  prices  will  probably  increase  somewhat  nurchases 
for  stock  but  the  general  lack  of  capital  prohibits  the  forming  of  stocks 
of  any  significant  size.    The  peasants*  expecting  higher  prices,  continue 
to  market  wheat  slowly  and  market  receipts  are  smalls    Flour  sales  are  poor. 

Wheat  export  activity  in  Hungary  and  Yugoslavia  has  been  very  small 
and  the  Vienna  transit  business  is  suffering  as  a  result.     The  trade 
estimates  that  only  about  one  seventh  of  the  Yugoslavian  wheat  surplus  has 
been  exported  and  the  largest  part  of  this  was  in  the  month  of  December. 
In  Hungary  the  percentage  of  the  surplus  exported  is  larger  but  much  below 
normal  and  a  large  ijart  of  the  export  to  date  has  been  of  the  better  grades. 
W'ith  Austria  and  Czecho Slovakia  malting  only  small  purchases,  the  bulk  of  the 
export  wheat  has  moved  away  from  Vienna  down  the  Danube,  which  is  not  a 
normal  situation. 

The  condition  of  the  winter  wheat  and  rye  crop  in  Austria  is  good. 
The  development  is  very  satisfactory  although  some  uneasiness  -revails  in 
some  sections  because  of  the  lack  of  snow  which  increases  the  frost  hazard. 
The  trade  estimates  little  change  in  the  winter  wheat  and  rye  acreage  as 
compared  with  last  year. 

Austria  has  had  a  good  agricultural  year.     In  the  yea.r  192^—25 
wheat  production  was  only  3'-+  ner  cent  of  the  consumption,  rye  SO  per  cent, 
barley  65  per  cent  and  oats  77  Pe^  cent.    Assuming  that  consumption  in 
1925-26  (July  1st  to  June  30th)  will  be  about  the  same  as  in  1924-23  the 
increased  production  this  year  has  considerably  improved  the  crop  deficit 
situation.    The  1925-26  production  as  a  percentage  of  the  1924- 25  consumption 
is  as  follows:     wheat  48  per  cent,  rye  122  per  cent,  barley  96  per  cent, 
oats  ll6  per  cent.

It  is,  expected  that  this  increased  agricultural  production  will  have 
a. favo rah l.e  effect  on  the  trade  balance  as  in  1924  the  value  of  the  food  and 
animal  imports  amounted  to  3lj-  per  cent  of  the  total  value  of  the  Austrian 
imports.    The  value  of  the  gross  imports  of  all  food  stuffs  in  1924  amounted 
to  approximately  *lo5,000,000.     If  the  cereal  crop  has  been  up  to  prewar 
average,  this  figure  would  have  been  about  $20,000,000  less.    On  the  basis 
of  the  preliminary  production  estimate,  the  increases  in  production  this 
year  might  conceivably  result  in  a  reduction  of  around  one  quarter  of  the 
food  imports  or  about  eight  per  cent  of  the  value  of  all  imports. 


THE  GERMAN  -TARIFp  017  APPLES 

. '        Under  the  terms  of  a  treaty  recently  concluded  between  Germany 
and  Italy,  the  conventional  duty  on  packed  apples  imported  into  Germany- 
was  fixed  at  33  cents  per  box  and  $1.09  per  barrel.    The  former  duty  was 
57  cents  per  box  and  $1.87  Per  barrel.    The  new  rates  automatically 
become  applicable  to  all  countries  that  enjoy  -vnost-f avcred  nation  treatment 
under  their  commercial  treaties  with,  Germany,  and  in  addition  to  the 
United  States  include  the  United  Kingdom,  Italy,'  Holland,  Belgium,  Switzer- 
land, Austria,  Hungary,  Yugoslavia,  and  Chechoslovakia..    The  apple  export- 
ing countries  that  do  not  have  .this,  clause  in  their  commercial  treaties 
with  Germany  are  Prance,  Australia  and  Canada.  -  Imports  from  those  three 
countries  are  subject  to  the  general  schedule  of  duties  prescribed  in  the 
new  German  tariff,  which  became  effective  on  October  1,  1925*    These ■ 
rates  are  Equivalent  to  71  cents  per  box  and  $2.33  Per  barrel,  or  about 
38  cents  a  box  and  $1.24  a  barrel  higher  than  the  rate?,  fixed  under  the 
conventional  schedule . 
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•  BRITISH  AND  GERMAN  FRESH  FRUIT  IMPORTS  REDUCED 
.  Germany  . 

German  imports  of  cost  of  the  important  fresh  fruits  were  materially 
smaller  during  the  last  six  months  of : 1925  than  in  the  corresponding  period 
of  1924.     Imports  of  apples  were  reduced  by  25  per  cent,  oranges  by  about 
10  per  cent,  and  imports  of  pears  were  only  about. half  those  of  last  year. 
Germany  continued,  however,   to  absorb  large  quantities  of  Italian  lemons, 
and  the  imports  of  the  principal  dried  fruits  increased  considerably;  in 
the  case  of  prunes,  nearly  100  per  cent* 

While  it'  is  impossible  to  determine  accurately  German  imports  of 
American  apples,  it  appears  that  they  were  somewhat  above  those  in  1924 
for  the  same  period.     A  share  of  the  large  imports  from  Holland  was  un- 
doubtedly American  fruit  unloaded  at  Rotterdam,.    Reports  of  short  crops 
in  Austria,  Czechoslovakia  and  Switzerland  are  borne  out  by  the  small 
imports  from  th-ese  usually  important  sources  of  supply.     Rumania  and 
Hungary,  however,   supplied  larger  quantities  than  usual.     It  is  of  interest 
to  note  that  imports  in  December  this  year  were  much  above  those  of 
December  a  year  ago  when  the  crop  was  very  large- 
German  demand  for  Italian  lemons  has  continued  strong  and  undoubted- 
ly has  relieved  the  American  market  from  the  pressure  of  some  of  this 
fruit.     The  decrease  in  orange  imports  resulted  from  the  temporary  tariff 
difficulty  with  Spain,  which  has  now  "been  settled. 

With  a  normal  prune  crop  this  year,  Yugoslavia  is  again  supplying 
a  large  share  of  German  prune  imports,  which,  for  the  six  months  ending 
December,  were  nearly  twice  those  of  the  same  months  in  1924-  .Imports 
from  the  United  States,  however,  were  nearly  as  large  as  last  year,  in 
point  of  volume.     Imports  of  raisins  for  the  period  July  -  November  also 
show  a  material  increase,  both  in  total  imports  and  imports  of  American 
origin. 

United  Kingdom 

British  imports  of  several  important  fresh  fruits  hu-ve  been  material- 
ly smaller  during  the  six  months  ending  December  1925  than  for  the  cor- 
responding period  in  1924.     Apple  imports  declined  about  15  per  cent, 
oranges  about  10  per  cent,  plums  about  12  per  cent  and  pears  by  about  60 
per  cent.     The  decrease  has  been  offset  to  some  extent  by  imports  of 
grapes  20  per  cent  above  those  of  last  year  and  11  per  cert  greater  imports 
of  bananas,  but  it  appears  that  consumption  of  imported  fresh  fruits  on 
the  whole  has  been  smaller  than  in  the  latter  half  of  1924.

"<f£S~T  AuD  BARLEY  CHOPS  Ih  PERSIA. 

Data  supplied  to  the  American  Consulate  by  the  Persian  Director  cf 
Internal  Revenue  confirm  the  published  statement  that  the  annual  production  of 
wheat  and  barley  in  Persia  is  approximately  3,000,000  short  tons,  with  the  addi- 
tional information  that  the  proportion  of  wheat  grown  is  about  t-  Ice  that  of 
barley.    This  would  give. an  annual  -heat ' production  of '  something  like  67,000,000 
bushels  and  barley  about  42, 000,000  xashels. 

Since  the  wheat  trade  of  Persia  is  slight'  both  as  to  imports  and  exports, 
the  above  figures  would  indicate  a  per  capital  disappearance  per  year  ci  some 
3.5  to  3.5  bushels  of  wheat,  and  4  to  5  bushels  of  bailey*,  which  latter,  however, 
is  probably  used  pretty  much  for  live,  stock  feed.     It  has  been  estimated  th?t  in 
Germany  the  disappearance  of  wheat  and  rye,  the  two  chief  breed  grains,  amounted 
to  about  3.5  bushels  per  capita,  aed  it  is  probable  that  the  German  people  have 
a  more  varied  diet  than  the  Persians.     In  view  of  this  the  Persian  ^heat  production 
estimate,  although  it  is  not  claimed  by.  the  Consulate  tc  be  mere  than  a  rough 
estimate,  appears  to  be  a  possible  figure. 

The  annual  wheat  and  barley  area  figure,  previously  reported  at  42, 000,000 
acres,  in  viow  of  the  more  recent  information,  apparently  refers  either  to  the 
wheat  and  barley  region  as  a  whole  or  to  the  areas  which  usually  produce  wheat 
and  barley  in  a  rotation.    The  Director  of
